No. 84-Piess/8U. — ^In supersession of this Secrctariiit Noti- 
fication No. 53-Press/74 dated the lOth April, 1974, the 
Ordinances relating to the “'lERKlTORIAL ARMY DECO- 
RATION” and the ‘TERRlTOi^L ARMY MEDAL” are 
republished for general information. 

The President is pleased to institute two awajds to be desig- 
nated the ‘TERRITORAL ARMY DECORATION” and 
the ‘TERRIIDRIAL ARMY MEDAL” and to make, ordain 
and establish the following Ordinances which shall be deem- 
ed to have edect from the fifteenth day of August in the 
year One thousand Nine Hundred and Fifty one. 

PERRITORIAL ARMY DECORATION 

Firsth : — ^The decoration shall be styled and designated the 
“TERRITORIAL ARMY DECORATION”. 

Secondly : — The decoration shall be oval in shape, made 
of Silver. On the obverser it shall have a lotus wreath along 
the rim, a five pointed star in Gold gilt embossed in the Cen- 
tre and the State Emblem in Gold gilt resting on the upper 
point of the star. On the reverse it shall have a lotus llowcr 
with buds and leaves embossed in the centre luid the words 
in the form of an arch above it, A 
sealed pattern of the Decoration shall be deposited and kept, 

Thirdly :-~Tlie decoration shall be suspended from a Silver 
bar brooch, with the word “TERRITORIAL” embossed 
thereon, by a silk ribbon 3.175 centimetres in width. The 
ribbon shall be divided into 5 stripes by 4 white vertical 
lines. The stripe in the centre shall be orange and the other 
four stripes blue. The width of the orange stripe shall be 
double that of a blue stripe, The orange colour denotes re- 
nunciation and sacrifice, blue devotion and white purity. 

Fourthly ; — 1 he decoiation shall be an award to Commis- 
sioned Officers of the Territorial Army for 20 yeai's meritori- 
ous service of proved capacity.

TERRITORIAL ARMY MEDAL 

Firstly : — The Medal shall be styled and designated the 
“TERRITORIAL ARMY MEDAL”, 

Secondly : — ^The medal shall be oval in shape, made of 
Silver, with a lixed fitting for the ribbon in the form of two 
leaves and a scroll on which shall be embossed the word 
“TERRITORIAL". On the obvej'se, it shall have embossed 
the State Emblem and on the reverse the inscription 
^ The award of a clasp to the medal shall 

be denoted by a bar with the ASHOKA CHAKRA embossed 
in the Centre to the worn on the ribbon of the modal, A sealed 
pattern of the medal shall be deposited and kept. 

Thirdly : — The medal shall be suspended by a ribbon of 
dark blue silk, 3.175 centimetres in width. It shall be divi- 
ded into six equal stripes by five vertical lines. The central 
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vertical line shall be orange in colour and the ivmaininfi four 
lines shall be white- The orange colour denotes renunciation 
and sacrifice, blue devotion and white purity. 

Fourthly : — ^Thc medal shall be an award to Junior Com- 
missioned Ofiicers, NomCommissioincel Officers and Other 
Ranks of the Territorial Amiy for 12 years efficient service. 
The qualfying service shall be reckoned in accordance with 
the conditions hereinafter mentioned. 

Fifthly : — The following service shall count as two fold 
qualifying service : — 

(a) The period of Kcrvice rendered in a theatre of war 
by a member of the late Indiain Territorial Force or 
the lidc Auxiliary Force (India) during the periext 
3rd September, 1939 to 2nd September, 1945; 

(b) Embodied Service in India by a member of the 
late Indian Teiritorial Force or the late Auxiliaiy 
borce (India) during the period 3rd September, 
1939 to 2nd September, 1945; and 

(c) Embodied service in I fie Terri Loried Army during an 
emergency declared by Government.

(b) Seivice in the lute Indian Territorial Force oi- on 
the active list of the late Auxiliary Force (India) 
during the period 3rd September, 1939 to 2nd Sep- 
tember, 1945; 

(c) Service in the Army, the Navy and the Air Force 
during the period 3rd September, 1939 to 2iid Sep- 
tember, 1945; and 

(d) Service in the Army, the Navy and the Air Foi'ce 
during an emergency declared by Government. 

Sevc'jithly : — A clasp to be worn on the ribbon of the 
medul, .shall be awarded to those who having been awarded 
the medal complete a total of 18 years efficient service and 
a further clasp shall be awarded after completing 24 years 
sei'vice- When the ribbon is worn w'ithout the medal, the 
grant of clasps shall be denoted by the wearing on the rib- 
bon of small Silver rosettees, oitci or more according to the 
number of clasps awarded. 

F’/y/uh/y:— No period of service in the force which has pre- 
viously been counted for any 1 .ong Service, Good Conduct 
or Efficiency Medals /Clasps shall bo reckoned as qualifying 
service for the Territoiilai Army medal. 

Ninthly : — Sei'vice requisite to qualify for the medal shall 
not necessarily be continuous service. 

Tenthly : — The recipient of any Long Service, Gootl Con- 
duct or Efficiency Medal imd Clasps shall be eligible to re- 
ceive the lemtorial Army Medal and clasps und to wear 
them, provided that lie has completed tht^ full periods of 
qualifying service for such awards, and that no qirffiilying 
service towards one award is permitted to count towards the 
other.

No. 12/2/80-CSir- — The rules for competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Service Commifision 
in 1981 for the purpose of filling temporary vacancies in the 
following services /posts are published for general informa- 
tion : 

(i) Indian Foreign Service (B) — (Grade II of the 

Stenographers’ sub cadre); 

(ii) Railw'ay Board Secretariat Stenographers’ Scivice — 
Grade C (for inclusion in the Select List of the 
Grade) ; 

(iii) Ceulial Secretariat Slcnographeis’ Service — Cirude 
C (for inclusion in the Select List of the Grade); 

(iv) Atnied Foiccs Head(iua) lers Slcnographois’ Service 
— Grade C; and 

(V) Posts of Stenographer in other depariineuts/orgnin- 
sationa and Attached Offices of the Government of 
India not participating in the T.F,S. (B) /Railway 
Board Secretariat Stenographci’s' Service/Central 
Secretariat Stenographers’ Service /Armed Forces 
Headquarters Stenographers’ Service. 
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1, A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
tn respect of any one or more of the services /posty mention- 
ed above.

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina- 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means during the examination; or 

(viii) writing irrelevant matter, including obscene langu- 
age or pornographic matter, in the script (s); or 

(ix) misbehaving in any other manner in the examination 
hall; or 

(x) harassing or doing bodily harm to the staff employ- 
ed by the Commission for the conduct of their 
examinations; or 

(xi) attempting to commit or as the case may be abetting 
the commission of all or any of the acts specified 
in the foregoing clauses; 

may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro- 
sccirion, be liable — 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period —
